Ji«w YORK, May 18.— The Independent 


lepubllcans issued their circular to Chicago 
eleg*te3 last nlgbt It opens with the as- 
urance that the Independents seek Kepub- 
ican success It the nominee suits them, and 
warns delegates that without New York 
here Is little chance of winning, and that 
the Independent element in this State num- 
bers tens of thousands and Is increasing. 


I uses as an illustration of Independent 
power the defeat of Judge Folger in 1832 by 
.93,000 votes because the people were dis- 
satisfied with the action and modes ot the 
lomlnatlng convention. 
Suggestions to 


delegates are divided into four points, as 
follows: 
First, that faction fights among New Tork 
UcmibUcuDB are vory bitter, and that tbo so- 
called machine la exceedingly obnotlous to 
iht- poopie trenerally. and tbatthe njrlita and 
machine cornulued put the State In jeopardy 
for Uie Republicans.
